The death rate from automobile accidents 1s 
steadily creeping up in spite of the publicity cam- 
paigns and the additional safeguards takew by traffic 
experts everywhere against accidents-—In 1921 the 


number ‘of deaths per 100,000 of popuiaiion from, 


automobiles was 11.5 In 1922 the rate crept to 12.5, 
in 1923 to 14.99 and last year to 15.7 per 100,000 
people. The figures were compiled from areas re- 
presenting 85 per cent of the population of United 
States. In 1922 the deaths were 11,666, in 1923 
the total climbed to 14,411 and in 1924 to 15,528. 

Last year the highest death rate was in Cali- 


fornia, being 32°to each 100,000 population. Wyom- 


ing came next with 27.2 per 100,000 and then 
Florida with 22.6. The lowest death rate was re- 
ported by North Dakota with 6.6 per 100,000. 


Other states with low. death rates were Mississippi, 


7 per 100,000; Kentucky 8.0; Nebraska, 8.4; Iowa, 
8.5; Kansas 9.4; South Carolina, 9.5, and Virginia,

due to the winter killing of neariy ten niliiom acres, oF 2242 per cent 
of the area shown in wheat, ihe cota! crop production in 1925 reached 
only 697,000,000 bushels vis eoimpered te 972,000,000 bushels the year 
before. With the exception of 1917, this is the heaviest abandoment of 
wheat area on record. The final harvest averaged only 12.7 bushels 


looked very promising at first, also lost heavily through injury from 
rust. The yield per acre was cut down to 13.3 bushels, which is 2.6 
bushels below the 1924 average. 


The carry-over of wheat from 1924 was moderate. From 635,06 ,000 


to 650,000,000 bushels are required for, domestic consumption. Exports | 


up to the end of December were nearly 60,000,000 bushels, and the 
remaining exportable surplus is small. Both winter and spring com- 
bined production totaled 175,000,000 bushels less than in 1924, making 
it the smallest wheat crop since 1917 in terms of production, and in 
proportion to population, the smallest wheat crop since 1890. 


Because of a belief in a world shortage, wheat prices early.in 1928 
reached a high level, going up td $1.98. When it became evident that 
the apparent world shortage had been exaggerated, the markt de- 
clined rapidly and went as low as $1.46 in April. A rally in prices 
followed, based on a small domestic crop. Rumors of a large surplus 
in Russia and the Argentine were followed by another decline whick 
reached the low point of $1.87 in early October.
